Evans Notch 


‘White Mountain Nafional. Forest 


Another recreation season has 
begun on the White Mountain Na- 
tional Forest. The Evans Notch 
Ranger’ District has five developed 
campgrounds, all of which opened 
officially for the season on May 
15. Other facilities, such as the 
boating site at Basin Pond, scenic 
overlooks and picnic grounds are 
‘also open for the season. The Dis- 
trict will shortly have a new pub- 
lication, “‘Recreational Opportuni- 
ity Guide” available through our 
Bethel office, which explains in 
more detail various recreational 
pursuits that are available on the 
District and Forest. 

A “Carry-in, Carry-out” policy 
remains in effect this season at 
Crocker Pond Campground. No 
camping fee is charged, sand ser- 
vices will be at a reduced level. 
No garbage collection will. be of- 
fered and visitors are asked to as- 
sist us in maintaining ‘the facilities. 
This is being done to conserve en- 
ergy and limited recreation funds. 
Fees are charged at the District’s 
other four campgrounds, with the 
fee at Basin Campground $4 this 
year, All others have a fee of $3 
per night for camping. 


The District will continue with 
an experimental program first of- 
fered on the White Mountain Na- 
tional Forest last season. A volun- 
teers ‘Campground Host’ couple 
will serve the public at Basin Pond 
Campground, beginning approxi- 
mately June 15. Our returning 
hosts will be James and ClAra 
Bishop, who will perform duties 
such as light maintenance, visitor 
information services and use data 
collection, Volunteer hosts are a 
manner in which the Forest Ser- 
vice can continue to provide qual- 
ity service'to the public during a 
period when energy use and fi- 
mances restrict the availability of 
regular Forest Service personnel. 

Hikers should be aware that 
many District trails will remain 
closed for some time becatise of 
the severe storm damage of De- 
‘ember. Trail maintenance crews 
‘are now at work on the District’s 
176 mile trail network, and while 
some inconvenience should be ex- 
pected, the majority of trails will 
offer.a pleasant outdoor experi-

INDIAN RAID OF .1781 WAS TALE 
OF BRUTALITY AND HARDSHIP * 

 eontinued from Page One 
oners delivered to them in Que- 
bec. The raid was part of a plan, 
to disrupt the outlying settlerZents! 
of the American colonies in order 
to weaken colonial resistance to 
British foreée during the American 
War of Independence. 

At Peabody's Grant, now Gilead, 
the captives spent a restless night 
at Peter Austin’s camp. Moving 
on to James Pettingill’s house, 
they killed and scalped him after 
looting the premises: 

The next stop was the Hopestill 
Austin homestead, where the In- 
dians looted the house, killed an 


ox rand roasted it, and threaten-: 


ed Mrs. Austin. Fortunately her 
husband returned after the In- 
dians had gone or he might have 
been captured or killed. 

At. Shelburne, New Hampshire, 
the Indians” captured a black man 
named Plato and a white settler 
named Peter Poor, Poor attempted, 
to escape and was shot and killed 
by the Indian leader Tombhegan. 
Today there is a monument to 
Poor near the spot where he was 
Killed. Plato was forced to join 
the group. ‘ 

At this fime, Lt. Jonathan Clark 
was suddenly released sand told to 
stay on the trail and warn any 
pursuers to turn back or the pri- 
soners would be killed. Fortunate- 
ly, Clatk left the trail and crossed 
the civer, thus saving his life, as 
two Indians were bringing up: the 
rear of this curious expedition 
and believing he had escaped, 
would certainly have killed him. 

With their captors Benjamin 
Clark, Segar iand, Plato arrived on 
the St. Lawrence River two weeks 
later after enduring some incredi- 
ble hardships. Plato was sold to 
a Frenchman but later ag 
to return to Shelburne. Clark and 
Segar were eventually taken to a 
British prison in Montreal.; They 
languished there for over a year 
until ia general amnesty at the 
end of the American War of Inde- 


pendence allowed them to return |’ 


to Boston and later to Sudbury 
Canada. 

The Raid sent shock waves 
throughout the area. Some famil- 
ies such as that of David Mar- 
shall fled Sudbury Canada forev-
